The Road Commission For 
Crawford County is happy with the 
Michigan Department of Military 
Affairs (DMA)and Michigan National

In a Road Commission/Military 
press relcase to the Crawford County 
Avalanche, it was cxplained that 
agreements, which include providing 
the Road Commission with access toa 
gravel pitlcased by the DMA from the 
Michigan Department of Natural 


Resources, the adoption of a resolution 
by the Road Commission allowing the 
temporary closure of certain roads 
during firing range activitics, and the 
elimination of a public safety hazard, 
have been reached. 

“In cach of these matters, The 
Michigan National Guard has acted in 
accordance with public safety and 
community goodwill by fulfilling all 
the requirements we negotiated,” Road 
Commission Managing Director 
James Brincy said. 

Camp Grayling Training Site 
Manager LTC. Gary McConnell, the 
initiat contact person for alt local 
military issues said, “It is good, in 
these times of declining budgets, to 
see two governmental agencics 
working together for the bencfit of the 
gencral public.” 

The first agreement has to do with 
access by the Road Commission to a 
gravel pit located in Lovells Township 
northeast of the intersection of K.P. 
Lake Road and Lonesome Lake Road. 

“The gravel pit issue involves the 
transfer of 40 acres from the military 
tothe Department of Natural Resources 
and makes it possible for The Road 
Commission For Crawford County to 
contract for their gravel needs,” said 


McConnell. “The 40 acre parcel has 
been under military control since 1934 
and is asource of high grade gravel for 
use In maintaining county roads,” 

Brincy said an agreement was 
worked out in which the Road 
Commission will officially abandon 
3/4 of a mile of K.P, Lake Road and 
the DMA will release the rights to the 
adjacent gravel pit, 

The second agreement, according 
to Brincy, concerns other unrelated 
negotiations between the Road 
Commission and the military. At 
various timescolonels McConnell, Lee 
Lawson, Joseph LaGrow and gencrals 
Stump and Robert Taylor met with the 
board or Road Commission 
management to discuss public road 
closures, necessitated by annuat 
military waining during times of live 
fire on military ranges. 

Historically the military has closed 
certain roads it deemed necessary for 
the public safety. Brincy said the new 
agreement signed by Road 
Commission Chairman Robert Netson, 
simply extends to the military the 
authority to act on temporary road 
closures in the interests of public safety. 

“This agreement formalizes the 
responsibility of Camp Grayling to 


notify the public of temporary road. 
closures by publishing notice in the 
Crawford County Avalanche, along 
with the current range firing notice,” 
McConnell said, “The agreement was 
signed by Major General E, Gordon

are coming from and how long riders 
have lo wait for pickup. 

“Ttshould tell us how our service ts 
in any area of the county,” Frederick 
said, “‘and show us where we need to 
make improvements.” 

He said the database created by the 
system, which 1s currently created by 
hand today, will also be used for several 
accounting procedures. 

The software for the new system 
was modified locally by Computer 
ServicesCompany, specifically for use 
by Dtal-A-Ride. Frederick sad 
because it was developed locally, the 
software was able lo be personalized 
to mect local needs. 

When acustomer phones the Dial- 
A-Ride dispatcher, pertinent 
information for that single customer ts 
entered into the compuler and ts 
displayed on one computer screen. 
Simultaneously, a second display of 
all in-progress riders is updated. 

The second sereen is updated by 
the dispatcher as the rider is assigned 
a bus, picked up and delivered. 
Penodically the dispatcher can purge 
completed records from the on-screen 
list, but all informauon remains in the 


computer's memory for later reponting 
use, 

“We tried to make the system work 
on as few manual key-strokes as 
possible for the dispatchers,” Frederick 
said. “Tt will take some training time 
for them to be able to keep up during 
peak umes. Right now we are traning 
Loretta Tobin and Yvonne 
Bindschatel. Neither has prevtous 
computer expertence, but they “re doing 
80 percent of the work after only 30 
days.” 

When fully implemented, the new 
system wall replace the previous system 
of a hand-written card for every 
customer that made group or area 
stalisics nearly impossible. 

“Whether we like tt oor not, 
technology is advancing. This puts us 
on the leading edge. The bottom line 
isthat we'll be more cost cllective and 
Ina better position to serve the public," 
Frederick said. 

Frederick said the new system will 
not change the manpower 
requirements at Dial A-Ride. He said 
he ts hoping to have the system fully 
operiuonal by the (ist of the new 
VOar.

School Superintendent Kent 
Reynolds recently sent letters to the 
parents of children in this school 
district, offering a new “service.” This 
involves the school calling parents, 
whose children do not show up for 
school, providing that the parent has 
not already contacted the school to 
excuse that child’s absence, 

While I appreciate the effort being 
made by the school, this letter fails to 
mention something that I feel is very 
important. This service is not being 
offered as a means of controlling 
truancy, as is the case at the high 
school. This service is meant to ensure 
your child’s safety. 

Most people are aware of the fact 
that we have had several incidents 
here over the past few years, of 
Strangers who have, or who have 
attempted topick upchildren. Because 
Grayling lies directly off of the I-75 


cornidor, we are especially vulnerable 
in that strangers pass through town 
constantly, and it is only a hop, skip 
and a jump off of the expressway and 
back on. 

My daughter walks to school, and I 
have long had a concern that should 
something happen to her on the way to 
school, I would know nothing of it 
until seven or eight hours later when 
she would fail to return home. Those 
hours could make a tremendous 
difference to an abducted child, and to 
the police as well. 

Iwould urge any likewise concerned 
parent, to respond to Mr. Reynolds’ 
offer of assistance. If you have received 
the school’s letter, fill out the form and 
retum it to the main office. If you did 
not receive a letter, call the school 
office and request once.

Hartwick Pines--still county's #1 attraction

Michael Sloat Hartwick would be 
proud that a state park named in his 
honor, attracts so many people because 
of its beauty and history. 

Hartwick, who was the first white 
settler in Grayling, built a log hotel 
when the Jackson, Lansing and 
Saginaw railroad company expanded 
past Grayling to Otsego Lake in 1873. 

The largest state park in Michigan’s 
Lower Peninsula, Hartwick Pines 
Offers 9,672 forested acres for tourists 
to explore. 

Bob Bacon, park manager for 
Hartwick Pines, said the best season 
for tourists is the summer, but many 
travel ycar-round to sec the forest 
during all seasons, 

More than 225,000 people enter the 
park each year, to sce the forest of 
virgin white pines. Hartwick Pines is 
known for harboring one of the last 
surviving stands of virgin white pines 
in Michigan. 

Standing in the middle of the virgin 
pines, tourists feel like they have 
entered anew fronticr. This area of the 
park is similar to what northern 
Michigan looked hike before the 
Revolutionary War. 

The 49-acre area of virgin pines has 
foot trails that allow tourists to explore 
the mature forest on their own. 

Rep. Allen Lowe, R-Grayling, said 
many visitors come to Grayling 
specifically to see the pines, but white 
(hey are there, take advantage of the 
other attractions Grayling has lo offer. 

The AuSable River, North Higgins 
Lake State Park, the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery, Hanson Hills Recreation 
Arca, CampGray ling and the Crawford 
County Historical Museum are other 
reasons tourists stay to explore 
Grayling, 

This “cross-marketing” idea is one 
that local promoters use to market the 
park. Jerry Meyer, executive director 
of the Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce, said 50,000 brochures 
were scent out that described all of the 
attractions in the Grayling arca, 
including Hartwick Pines. 

The cross-marketing idea has 
brought many different groups of 
people in the city. Mcyer said 300 bus 
tours have been to Grayling over the 
last year, to see the area's altracuions 
and increase tourist spending. 

The state budget’s use of the State

McNulty, press secretary of the 
Department of Management and

Funding for the parks increases 
every year, and although the money 
may sccm considerable, the territory 
state parks cover is tremendous. Bacon 
said the moncy Hartwick Pines 
receives annually, pays for 
maintenance and upkeep. 

The park’s cight full-timeemployees 
helprun ycar-round entertainment and 
guided hikes. They are also responsible 
for une maintenance of the facilities in 
the park, Bacon said. 

The passage of Proposal P, however, 
has given Hartwick Pinesmore money. 
Although the moncy is earmarked for 
specific things, the amount is 
considerably more than what the state 
budget would have provided. 

For example, under Proposal P, the 
Department of Natural Resources’ 
parks and recreation division awarded 
Hartwick Pines $5,000 for hiring one 
short-term worker in facility 
maintenance. 

Proposal P also paid for hiring two 
short-term visitor center support 
workers and $30,191 went to the 
management unit. 


The park attracts many different 
types of visitors based on the season, 
Bacon said. Fall brings many people 
for the color tours and the beginning 
of hunting season, 

The Hartwick Pines Challenge also 
attracts cross-country runners during 
the fall. The course was rated one of 
Michigan's “Top 50” by Michigan 
Runner magazine, 

Deer hunters, cross-country skiers, 
and snowshoeing buffs travel to the 
park during the winter months, Bacon 
said. 

Wildlife, hikers and mushrooms 
attract tourists during the spring, and 
summer cntices those who love the 
weather and traveling during the warm 
season because it is more convenient. 

Lakes, streams, swamps, forests and 
hardwood hills house animals that 
enjoy the park on their own. Deer, 
turkcys, squurels, birds, rabbits, foxes, 
bears and coyotes are some of the 
friends that visitors see while touring 
the park. 

The number of tourists who visit the 
park often take part in the other

If you think of applying a winter 
mulch for tucking your plants in until 
spring, you may be taking exactly the 
right action for precisely the wrong 
reason. 

In most cases, said Mary McLellan, 
Master Gardener program coordinator 
at Michigan State University, the aim 
of a winter mulch is not to keep the 
ground from freezing around plants— 
it's to keep frozen ground from 
thawing. Itprotects plants against frost 
heaving-—alternate freezing and 
thawing that can injure plant roots and 
push plants and bulbs out of the soil. 

The major exceptions to that rulc 
are roses and strawberries. 

“In roses, the main aim of 
winterizing is to protect the graft union

from freezing,” she said. “The graft 
union is the place where the named 
variety, the flowering part, was grafted 
into the rootstock. If that place isn’t 
protected, the top part may be killed.” 

Though strawberries are susceptible 
to frost heaving, they need a winter 
mulch primarily to protect the flower 
buds that will become next year’s 
fruits, she explained. Temperatures 
below 15 degrees F can damage or kill 
flower buds. Mulching protects the 
buds against low temperatures. 

The key in mulching strawberries is 
to wait until plants are dormant before 
mulching--applying mulch before 
growth stops may cause the plant 
crowns to rot—but to apply mulch 
before temperatures drop delow 20 
degrees F. 

One of the best mulches for 
strawberrics is—you guessed it— 
straw. Other possibilities are chopped 
cormnstalks, hay, com cobs or bark

Other materials can be used with 
other plants. Chopped leaves and 
compost are excellent for percnnial 
and bulb beds because they insulate 
well, but plants can push up through 
them in the spring. (Whole leaves are 
not recommended because they mat.) 
Bark chips are often used around trees 
and shrubs. 

“Mulch the root zone, but don’t 
allow the mulch to lap up against the 
trunk or main stems,” McLellan 
cautioned. ‘The mulch could provide 
cover for mice and enable them to 
gnaw on the bark and girdle the plants.” 

Strawberries have to be uncovered 
as soon as growth starts in the spring. 
The winter mulch can then become 
summer mulch between the rows, 
where it will help control weeds and 
slow loss of moisture from the soil. 


“Mulching to retain soil moisture is

Every Monday momingat Grayling 
Elementary School, and every Tuesday 
morning at Frederic Elementary 
School, the entire student body 
assembles to panicipate in a new 
program called “Singing the Social 
Skills.”

During @ trip across some farm 
country, off to the south a goodly 
distance, there was a sharp jog in the 
road which equated out toa correction 
in the survey linc. According to one 
source available, the system we have, 
or the geographic layout of townships, 
is usually credited to Thomas 
Hutchinson, who was the first 
geographer of the United States. In 
1785, two years before the Northwest 
Ordinance that opened up what we 
now call the Midwest to setUement, 
Congress passed a law stipulating the 
new lands be surveyed ina gnd patiem. 

The grid pattern would be in 6-mile 
squares (a township), which were to 
be further divided into 36 1-mile 
squares (secuons of 640 acres), This 
system provides a way to locate with 
precision any piece of land. According 
to one source, only 19 of the original 
48 states are not laid out ina grid of 
townships. In this system, section 16 
was rescrvcd to finance a school. There 
were those who disagreed with this 
system of squares because the lines 
would cut across rivers, streams, hills 
and valleys, without any regard for 
natural boundarics. 

The use of natural features or 
boundaries to describe a piece of land 
is very confusing. Trees have a way of 
dying and sueams sometimes change 
their course. It is said thal people who 
live in such areas never know exactly 
where their boundaries are, and do not 
seem to care. The old story of, you 
can't get there from here, actually 
applies in some places. Where the 
topography dictates, roads often follaw 
lines of least resistance, and that is stull 
truc despite the survey lines laid oul so 
precisely. 

Roads ar¢ usually built on the secuon 
lines, so why not lay out the strects of 
towns based upon those lines? As you 
well know, Grayling is ancaccpuon lo 
this rule. A house siliing at an angie to 
the directions of the compass, disturbs 
some peopte, so I can imagine how

their directional equilibrium is messed 
up wher¢ streets do not lay square with 
the world. 


The problem with putting linesona |] 


map, or on the land itself in the form of 
a road, is that the world is round. You 
simply cannot lay down a straight line 
onacurved surface for very far without 
making some kind of a correction. 
Even a magnetic compass will not 
keep a consistently straight line over a 
long distance. For these reasons, the 
grid system is not quite as accurate as 
we would like it to be. In actuality, 
very few 640-acre sections of land 
actually contain 640 acres. Our survey 
lincs in Michigan are based on the 
Principal Meridian, which in Crawford 
County, ts our cast county line, and if 
you followed the meridian north, you 
would go through Sault Ste. Marie. 
East or west of the meridian you will 
find corrections.

Social Security benefits, and thus 
assures that bencfits go to workers 
who are actually retired from the 
workforce. Benefits are reduced when 
eamings exceed certain exempted 
amounts, In 1995, benefits for a person 
who is age 65-69, are reduced $1 for 
every $3 he or she ears over $11,280. 
If the person is under age 65, the 
reductionis $1 forevery $2 0f earnings 
over $8,160, The amount of money a 
person can earn before benefits are 
reduced is increased each ycar with 
increases in average wages, After - 
reaching age 70, a person’s bencfits 
are notreduced regardless of how much 
the person earns.

of Michigan Veterans’ Trust Fund 


An audit of the Michigan Veterans’ 
Trust Fund, released recently by the 
state’s auditor general, reinforces the 
need for oversight by the legislative 
and executive branches, said Allen 
Lowe, chair of the House Committee 
on Senior Citizens and Veterans 
Affairs, 

Lowe, R-Grayling, said the 
govermor’s recent executive order is 
allowing new leadership to address 
recommendations in the study. Last 
July, Engler wansferred the trust fund 
from the Department of Management 
and Budget to the Department of 
Military Affairs, 

“The wansfer will tighten intemal 
controls and help preserve the fund’s 
integrity,” Lowe said. ‘The auditor 
general found some weaknesses that 
merit prompt repair.” 

The trust fund, created in 1946, 
provides grants for emergency needs 
including student loans to veterans 
and their children enrolled (ull ime at 
Michigan colleges and universities. It 
also provides tuition grants to 
dependents of disabled or deceased 
veterans. The Legislature originally 
transferred $50 million to the fund for 
Operauions, but it has been a frequent 
targct of budget raids. The fund 
received repayments under an Engler 
adm inistrauion plan approved last year 
by lawmakers. 

The auditor general found that, 
among other things, uust fund officials: 

*Did not obtain sufficient wition 


and fee information from colleges and 
universities to properly administer its 
tuition grant program. 

*Lacked an effective structure to 
preserve the fund’s principal, as 
required by state law. 

*Failed to require its employecs to 
account for hours worked on the 
Vietnam Veterans’ Memorial 
Monument Fund, At least two full- 
time employees and other temporary 
personnel spent time on Monument 
Fund activities, instead of providing 
Services to veterans, 

“Although there have been some 
problems, it’s encouraging that they 
are being corrected,” Lowe said. “The 
Department of Military Affairs has 
assured me that itis moving quickly to 
enact the auditor gencrai’s 
recommendations. 

“While this process unfolds, the 
legislative branch also has a 
responsibility tocxamine past practices 
and ensure that reform is underway. I 
plan to convene committee meetings 
later this session to explore the 
problems uncovered in this report. It is 
vital that these difficulties are solved 
and that the new management remains 
accountable to the clected 
representatives of the people. 
Considering the sacrifices made by 
Our velerans and their familics, we 
must guarantee that this fund is 
Managed properly for decades to 
come.”

By 1977, after strong lobbying, 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars and other 


veleran organizations prevailed once — 


again, and in 1978, Congress returned 
the observance to its traditional date. 

Americans as individuals are urged 
to take part in Veterans Day activities. 
Too many citizens throughout the 
country view this day as just another 
holiday. We owe a part of this day lo 
those vetcrans who are no longer with 
us, and mostly to those veterans who 
made the supreme sacrifice in Europe, 
the Pacific and Asia or wherever, so 
the rest of us can still enjoy the fruits 
of living in the best country in the 
world.

McManus, Lowe push legislation 
for local snowmobile trail 


Snowmobilers will have continued 
access {o one of nonthem Michigan's 
most unique and scenic trails, thanks 
10 legislation introduced by Senator 
George McManus, R-Traverse City. 
Senate Bill 204 passed the Michigan 
House of Representatives unanimously 
on Oct. 31,and was sent to the govemor 
for his signature. 

Access rights to the still active 
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railroad track, which extends from 
Frederic to Gaylord, expired last spring 
at the end of the snowmobile season. 
The new bill climinates any sunset 
provision to allow snowmobilers 
continued and perpetual access to the 
22-mile trail, 

The trail is marked and groomed 
next to the rail dine, and provides an 
altemative to riding direcdy on the 
track, between the rails. McManus 
claims it also protects the rights of 
propeny owners along the trail, by 


} encouraging snowmobile riders lo stay 


on the trail rather than wandering onto 
private property. 

“This trail was opened on a 
demonstration basis because it runs 
beside a railroad track that still has 
actual train traffic,” McManus said. 
“After annual safety reports showed 
there were no accidents duc to the 
shared use of the right of way, it was 
imperative to allow the continued use 
and enjoyment of this trail corridor,” 

“Gaylord and Frederic benefit from 
the snowmobilers who use the trail, 
and Crawford and Otsego counties see 
an increase in vacation traffic along 
this trail corridor, which draws outdoor 
enthusiasts from Michigan and other 
surrounding states,” McManus said, 
“The use of this trail is important to the 
tourism and travel industry in northem 
Michigan.” 

SB 204 is supported by the Michigan 
Department of Transportation, the 
Department of Natural Resources, 
officials from the Lake State Railroad 
Company, and snowmobilers across 
Michigan, McManus said. 

Rep. Ailen Lowe, R-Grayling, 
favors the bill also, “There have been 


“no problems with the trail conceming 


the railroad, and the access between 
Frederic and Gaylord has been great 
for the local economy,” Lowe said.
